mous. Mos? of the houses.in the 
Chinese city had been wrecked, 
and there was not one which had 
not sustained serious damage. 
Swatow was so closely con- 
nected with thie Colony by 
personal ties and by trade that 
its well being was a matter which 
concerned us most deeply. He 
was sure that Hon. Members, a8 
representing the people of Hong- 
kong, would endorse the message 
of sympathy which had been sent 
and the assurance that every 
possible help would. be givenfto 
the people of Swatow.

The frequency of armed crime 
in--the—Colony--daring—recent 
cronths has naturally occasioned 
a certain amount of comment 
among residents, and the subject 
bes bas also received some notice 
in these columns. To obviate any 
possible misapprehension Jet us 
say that we are far. from intend- 
jng any reflection opon the police 
$l authorities; on the contrary, the 
3 difficulties under which memters 

of the Force, especially of the 
3| Europea branch, have to operaté 
entitles them to unstinted ad- 
miration for the manner ia which 
they perform their duties. Prob- 
ably many residents do not 
realise the very differant lines 
upon which the E:ropsan mem- 
bers of the detective department 
have to proceed hera compared 
witb at Home by reason of Iocal 
conditions.

Hospital Accommodation. 

‘The Peak.. Hospital is now 
advertised forsale. This means 
that the negotiations between the 
Government and the owners of 
the institution bare come to 
nevght, with the result that by 
the end of next month this Colony 
will bave Tess hospital accer- 
modation than it hss bad for 
maoy years. That, in view 
of the steady growth of the 
Colony, is a davelopnest mach 
to be. regretted. In course of 
time, there. will be the War 
Woemoria) Nursing Home end, (we 
hops before.ths Millenium) the 
Kowloon Hospital, but these are 
both in thé dim. and uncertain 
fature. There. was a proposal 
last year to build a new General 
Hospitalin Hongkong, a sum being 
provided for the purpose in the 
Budget, but for reasons that have 
not” been yet explained, this 
project has been dropped. It 
certainiy is. a pity that the 
Peek Hospital’ could not have 
been secured’ “for the public, 
because its loestion is such as to 
make it ao idea! place for patients 
ic the convalescent stage. The 
sbarebolders in the Compsoy 
owning the institution cannot be 
blamed for seekiog to dispose.of 
the institution, which has been 
paylog extramety small returna to 
the few who have placed their 
money init. It has not been by 
a0y means a-gold mine to these 
people. As to the terms mpon 
which they were willing to head 
the hospital over to the Govern- 
mant, we know nothing, but 
wedo regret tbat the institution 
is to ba ahut downins few weeks’ 
time. 


A Suggestion.’ 

Now that the Colony is to be 
one hospital short, the point arises 
s¢to bow tha loss is to be made 
good. Our thoughts naturally 
tum to the available accom. 
modation, in which connection 
the position of the Victoria Hos- 
pital-on Barker Road comes in for 
consideration. . This is ideally 
situated, in a’ cool region, with 
quel surrovodings. Is the best 
possible -use being made of it? 
What do we find ony looking 
through the aanual medical 
report just issued? T.2at during 
the whole of las« year there- were 
only 195 patients treated at this 
institution. That must be far 
short of its capacity. It would, 
indead, be. most interesting to 
know bow many beds there are 
in this hospital, whether, the 
institution is ever fall and what 
staff it takes to ron it At 
present, its use is confined to 
women and children. But, ontil 
additional hospital accommods- 
tion is available, could nod this 
place be thrown open to male 

atients “as well? Built with 
fonds raised. on the occasion of |% 
Queen Victoria's. Diamond 
Jubilee; this ospital was 
intended . -for the **pablic, and 
in view of the coming -sbort- 
age of accommodation . caused 
by the shutting down of the Peak 
Hospital, we cannot belp thinking 
that it is high time -the -fullest 
possible nse was made of it. We 
commend this suggestion. to the 
consideration of the authorities.
